UZBEK CENTRAL COMMITTEE SECRETARY ON QUALITY IN PRODUCTION 
Tashkent PRAVDA VOSTOKA in Russian 12 Jul 81 p 2

[Text] The present rate of development of the economy of Uzbekistan has been very 
rapid. Many important and complex problems are being solved successfully. However, 
the problem of quality remains of first order importance among them. Today the 
concept of high quality includes not only excellence, reliability and esthetic nature 
of the products, but also their social significance. Good quality, nice looking 
goods put a person in a good frame of mind and help him in his work and life. And 
today this is an extremely important concern. As General Secretary of the CC CPSU 
Comrade Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev noted at the 26th party congress, the level of demand 
made on the quality of production must be as high as possible. We can and must not 
accept anything less than the equal of the best international and national models. 
We must accustom ourselves to this, strive for it, resolutely rejecting all -hat is 
ovsolete, backward, reduced in value by life itself. 


The 10th Five-Year Plan became the period of sudden change in the struggle for high 
quality products. In the past few years the technological level and quality of 
products produced by the industrial enterprises in our republic have improved signi- 
ficantly. Today in Uzbekistan more than 1,600 products are produced with a stamp 

of quality; there is a complex system of quality control operating in 406 enterprises. 
The industrial output of Uzbekistan is gaining more and more prestige in the inter- 
national marketplace, exporting to dozens of nations of the world. The enterprises 
of the republic are supplying sets of machines and instruments for chemical and cotton- 
ginning plants and textile enterprises, machines for sowing, processing and picking 
cotton, excavators, cable products, electronic devices, skins--more thaw» 140 items 

of goods for heavy and light industry. 


The products of our foremost enterprises such as "Uzbekkhimmash", the plant of 
electronic technology, the Margelan association “Atlas", the Almalyk furniture 
factory, the Uzbek combine of heat resistant and refractory metals, the Samarkand 
clothing manufacturing association imeni Eighth of March and many others are well 
known. Every fourth product of the industry of Chirchik is put out with a stamp 

of quality. Work directed at the goal of improving quality is being performed in the 
Tashkent tractor plant. This has taken the active form of so-called days of quality 
assessment, which has helped the plant workers significantly improve the products 
output. 














Active measures toward improving the quality of products are being undertaken in all 
oblasts and rayons of the republic. This is easy to understand: the industry of 
Uzbekistan has been assigned important tasks for the llth Five-Year Plan, especially 

in regard to enhanced striving for efficiency and quality. The Uzbek CP CC is focussing 
on this important area. Not long ago, the CC considered the question of improving 

the technological level and quality of production in the Uzbek SSR in 1981-1985. 

A decree was adopted approving the socialist committments of the Uzbek combine for 
heat-resistant and refractory metals and the Samarkand clothing manufacturing associ- 
ation imeni Eighth of March for improving the technological level and quality of 
products output and the increase in the output of goods of the highest quality category 
in the llth Five-Year Plan. Concrete goals were identified for significant growth 

in the volume of products output with a stamp of quality. Measures were planned 

for the improvement of all work related to the quality of products output. 


The tasks of improving efficiency and guality are complex and responsible. However, 
persistant and purposeful work by the economic organs of the party organizations, 
the Councils of Peoples" Deputies, trade unions, Komsomols and workers’ collectives, 
will allow them to be solved successfully. In this regard, intensive struggle must 
be directed toward achieving a sharp increase in the quality of mass produced 
products--we still have many unresolved problems here. 


The technological level and the quality of certain types of products still do not 
always satisfy the demands of the user. Workers in the villages express justified 
reproaches and claims addressed to machinebuilders about the poor quality of wanu- 
facture of certain individual machines, assemblies, parts and whole sets of machines. 
Consumers are far from always satisfied with the quality of products put out by the 
enterprises of light, tood, local and certain other sectors of industry. Not 
infrequently, clothing, shoes and household goods are badly made and far below 
standard models. Naturally, such goods lie around on the shelves of stores in 
warehouses of wholesale centers and are scrapped or diminish in quality. All this 
leads to large economic losses and costs of production. We must significantly 
increase the role of state standards and improve the work of technological control 
divisions _i manufacturing. Observation of standards must become the law governing 
production. 


Workers in industry face a serious problem--to raise the technological level of 
production. It is necessary to reconstruct and modernize old technology on the 
basis of the introduction of modern achievzments of science and technology. This 
is a reliable route. 


Certain successes have been attained in our republic toward the development of 
scientific and technological progress in 1980 alone, 184 sectors and shops were 
converted to complex mechanization and automation, 138 mechanized production and 
automated lines were set up. However, there are still cases where individual 
ministries or industrial enterprises do not fulfill their plans for new technology 
and only slowly adopt and weakly utilize highly efficient production lines and 
highly productive automated machines and instruments. 


At present, improvement of the quality of production is unthinkable without the 
adoption of a complex system of quality control. Experience shows that in the 
enterprises which have adopted such a system, the time needed to cope with new 





products has been significantly shortened; loss from rejects has been diminished; the 
productivity of labor has increased; the cost price of products has been reduced and 
the proportion of high quality products in the total volume of production has increased 
two or threefold. 


Significant savings attributable to the adoption of a system of quality controlwere 
obtained in the Chirchik transformer and Tashkent tractor plants and in the clothing 
manufacturing association “Red Dawn". Systems for control of product quality have 
been completed in enterprises of the electrotechnical industry and those of agricul- 
tural machine building. Sector systems of quality control are being developed for 

the light, furniture, food and dairy local industries and territorial systems for 
Tashkent, Fergana and Samarkand Oblasts. However, in certain enterprises the develop- 
ment of systems is slow. This is the unsatisfactory situation in the Akhangaran 
cement combine, the Tashkent plant for gas apparatus, the Gizhduvan cotton-ginning 
plant, the Ll‘ichev textile and haberdashery factory. 


The most important link in this complex work remains the training of work forces. 

In the struggle for high quality production the conscientious attitude of a person 

to his job, his competence, qualifications, motivation to attain mar*ery of his 
profession, his feeling of pride of accomplishment not only in the results of his 

own labor, but in the honor of his whole labor collective have decisive significance. 
For this reason, party organizations face the task of continuously improving ways 

and methods for changing the psychology of workers, for developing in them a 
heightened sense of responsibility for the labor performed by their collectives. 
Questions related to raising the quality of production have not only economic, but 
also strong political implications. 


An important role in the enterprise of training labor collectives belongs to a well- 
defined organization of labor and a debugged system of production. This, in many 
ways, determines the stability of our work forces. Economic managers and party 
committees are obligated to devote much attention to the creation of a social and 
psychological climate in the subdivisions favorable to the improvement of training, 
especially of young workers. 


Turnover in the labor force has a negative influence on the quality of products 
output. It is difficult to expect creative, high quality work from people who 
frequently change their place of work. Turnover must be eradicated. A well-tested 
form of struggle with it involves the development of social consciousness and the 

use of all possible means to improve the working and living conditions of the workers. 
Party and trade union organizations and economic managers must pay more attention 

to the training of work forces, to timely adoption ofthe products of science and 
technology in sectors where labor productivity is very low, to the improvement of 

the moral and material fostering, by these organizations, of good living conditions 
and cultural use of leisure. 


The high quality of products output is inseparably connected to the quality of work 

in ail links of the national economy. Above all, we have in mind here the strengthen- 
ing of working links between manufacturers to form co-operatives to supply each other 
with high quality raw materials and needed products and also between manufactuers 

and commerce organizations. Life urgently demands that we perfect the forms of 
interaction at the juncture between the sectors of industry and commerce. 








Progressive forms of interaction like direct links are fruitful. For many years, 

the clothing manufacturing association “Red Dawn" and the TsUM (Central Universal 
Store) have worked together in accordance with the principles of socialist cooperation, 
so that products go straight from the conveyor belt to the counter. This situation 
naturally imposes mutual responsibility on the manufacturer as well as the commercial 
organization. But this is what leads to good results. Unfortunately, work is far 
from always organized in this fashion. 


An enormous quantity of goods are involved in commerce. The essential issue is to 
get them to the consumer without diminishing their quality and without waste. Com- 
mercial organizations have been given the task of exerting economic pressures on 
suppliers of poor quality goods. 


The complex and responsible tasks which have been given to commerce for the new five- 
year plan can be resolved successfully only by means of fundamentally improving the 
interaction between commerce and industry. Orders must be economically based to 

take into account the diverse demand of the population. As the quantity, diversity 
and range of products available increase, broad scale study of the characteristics 

of demand becomes more and more essential. Here a prominent role belongs to the Uzbek 
affiliates of VNIIKS [All-Union Scientific Research Institute for Study of Population 
Demand for Economic Goods and Market Trade] and VNIIEKT [expansion unknown] and 
wholesale markets. 


Quality is a party matter. The General Secretary of the CC CPSU, Chairman of the 
Presidium of the Supreme Soviet of the USSR, Comrade Leonid Il'‘ich Brezhnev emphasizes 
that all the machinery of planning and management, the whole system of material and 
moral incentives, the efforts of engineers and designers and the expertise of workers 
must be directed toward increasing the quality of products. The attention of party 
organizations, trade unions and the Komsomol must be riveted on this issue constantly. 


According to an initiative of the Uzbekistan CC CP, task oriented work is being 
conducted to perfect the forms and methodsof the effort to attain high quality products 
and efficiency in production. Recently, a republic-wide commission to increase 

the efficiency and quality of work was created. This commission was given the task 

of directing and orienting the activity of party, Soviet, economic, scientific and 
civic organizations dealing with the realization of the economic policies of the 

party. 


The main tasks of the commission involve the performance of economic research, 
thorough surveying of the management activities of the enterprises and sectors of 
the economy and, on this basis, the development of concrete measures to be taken 
to raise the efficiency of production and the quality of the products output. 


One of the most important directions in the work of the commission involves the 
co-ordination of the activities of industrial enterprises, scientific-research and 
design organizations in the adoption of major scientific-technological developments 
which produce large savings. 


Much that is interesting and useful is being done in the primary party organizations. 
Major successes are being achieved by the communists of the Tashkent avi .tion produc- 
tion association imeni V P Chkalov in the mobilization of the whole collective for 











output of high quality products. This is a good example of the primary party 
organization being the central link in a multifaceted and complex effort toward 
increasing the efficiency and quality of labor. Seventy-five percent of the goods 
for public consumption are produced by the association with a stamp of quality. 


It is essential, in all the enterprises, to make use of past experience, to increase 
party demands on economic managers in regard to this important aspect of work, to 
improve management through socialist competition, to develop labor activism and 
encourage professional expertise. 


Organs of mass information dissemination and propaganda have been called upon to play 
an exceptionally important role. This is especially true of such important weapons 
of the party as press, television and radio. Here a large arsenal has been collected, 
consisting of the forms and means for working with the masses. Newspapers, magazines, 
television and radio in the republic are actively helping to solve economic problems. 
Nonetheless, ideological workers face the task of bringing their work up to a 
qualitatively higher level. We must get a clearer picture of the experiences of 

the best collectives in the output of high quality products and turn them into 
propaganda, dig more deeply and competently into economic problems and criticize 
deficiencies more sharply and productively.

to work beautifully. This means rationally organizing the task in all its aspects, 
treating valuable materials with care, valuing the quality of work according to its 
worth, creating a favorable moral atmosphere in the labor collective so that each 
person is aware of his duty and has the opportunity to work with maximum success.

OFFICIAL DISCUSSES MANAGEMENT OF KAZAKH FORESTS 
Alma-Ata QAZAQ ADEBIETI in Kazakh 26 Jun 81 p 1 


[Interview with Zhvnabek Daurenbekov, KaSSR first deputy minister of forestry, by 
Alibek Asqarov: "Time to Think about Our Forests"; date and place not given] 


[Text] It is well known to all that forests occupy a 

special place among natural riches. Protection of forests 
means protection of the heritage of many generations. Below 
we publish a dialogue on this question between KaSSR First 
Deputy Minister of Foresty Zhumabek Daurenbekov and journalist 
Alibek Asqarov. 


[Asqarov] Since man came on the scene two-thirds of the world's forests have been 
destroyed. This, to be sure, is highly unfortunate. At present production is 
developing at a rate hitherto unheard of in history. This alone is a factor accel- 
erating the disappearence of forests. The world's scientists are searching for 
new materials to replace wood end they are being widely used in industry. All in 
all, however, the demand for wood grows year by year. There is not a single sector 
of the people's economy in our republic that does not use wood. 


[Daurenbekov] The forestry expert G.F. Morozov called for reforestation and 
reexploitation of lands where trees have been cut. Reforestation is the war cry of 
forestry workers today. I suspect that if everyone were vitally concerned with 
reforestation we wouldn't need to be talking about forests in the manner that we 
are today. 


To be sure, wood is required for every sector of the people's economy. And this 
wood we procure from natural sources according to our needs. Wood procurement is 

the primary vehicle within the forest utilization complex and is an extremely compli- 
cated sector. Kazakh forests provide the people's economy with 1,750,000 cubic 
meters of wood each year. This is no small contribution. We must now set about 
giving back what has been taken. We cannot recreate what has existed in the past. 
What we mean by "giving back" is restoring forests that have been harvested. And 
this effort begins, first of all, with forest tree nurseries. It is very fortunate 
that the number of such nurseries grows yearly in the republic. Last year Kazakh tree 
nurseries raised 347,000 seedlings and distributed them to enterprises. Of then, 
202,700 are highly valuable coniferous trees. 





There are tens of enterprises in the republic that have achieved worthwhile success 

in transplanting seedlings. Our ministry has organized numerous republic and regional 
scientific conferences, meetings and seminars to propagate such leading experience 

to the people and likewise introduce th: latest technological and scientific imnova- 
tions into production. Such major efforts have not been without success.... None 

the less we cannot say that the problem is being solved since it must be remembered 
that there are still enterprises within the forestry industry that devote not the 
slightest attention to the problem. 


As you are well aware forests are complicated and problems are generated out of 
problems in dealing with them. The fate of these seedlings planted in enterprises 
is nothing less than the fate of future forests or of tomorrow's environment. If 

we cannot raise those seedlings properly we have no right to harvest even a single 
tree from the forest. But not all of us totally understand this degree of responsi- 
bility. Many enterprises allow planted seedlings to die. Forestry enterprise 
managements and even heads of oblast forestry administrations attempt to explain 
this when it happens in terms of unfavorable weather conditions and thus get thenm- 
selves off the hook. In fact weather conditions are not so important in this connection. 
Let me give a few examples. In 1978 700 hectares were planted with seedlings in 
units of the Komsomol Forestry Enterprise of Aktyubinskaya Oblast. All died. On 
the other hand, seedlings cultivated by units of the neighboring Karabutak Forestry 
Enterprise in the same oblast in the same year are still green today. The October 
Forestry Reclamation Station planted seedlings in 115 hectares and all died. But 
seedlings planted by their neighbors are still growing as they should. 


[Asqarov] Forestry science includes the terms “selective cutting” and “sanitizing 
cutting.” We observed among the enterprises that we visited in the Altay that heads 
of some enterprises were not employing these terms properly. 


Each tree in a forest fights for its life. The weak perish and the strong grow green 
and grow up towards the sun. But some trees don't grow in this way and remain in 

the shade of other trees. Consequently the value of such trees as building materials 
is not destroyed. In cases of selective cutting trees are procured by separating 
these “towering” trees from the forest. Some enterprises, however, think any effort 
of this kind to be too much trouble and seem to utilize a “weeding"™ method. 


[Daurenbekov] One can produce many “interesting” examples to prove your point. 

There are, for example, cases where straight, healthy trees are weeded out and unfit 
trees left, in place of elimination of sick and dead trees from forest areas designated 
for sanitizing cutting. It is hard to find the words to express such a situation. 

This is something done by those thinking only of their own immediate interests and 

not concerned about the troubles of future generations. 


Forest cultivation is not easy. Because of this the heads of enterprises have not 

been able to cope with the various areas of forest cultivation. Thus tracts needing 
sanitizing cutting are calculated at 85 percent in the Maraldy Forestry Enterprise, 

83 percent at the Orlinogor Enterprise, 77 percent at Otradnensky, 39 percent at 

Oral and 34 percent at the Leninogor Forestry Enterprise. Research has shown that 

the work has been carried out poorly. Sanitizing cutting has been carried out only 

at a level of 8 percent in Leninogor, 15 percent in Orlinogor and 40 percent at Maraldy. 








Forest reserves have been divided into categories and management of forests is being 
carried out on a scientific basis. Nevertheless, there are a number of problems that 
have arisen in this area. Lack of proper investigation of forest reserves and failure 
to classify them properly has, for example, led to the destruction of valuable forest 
units. % myself have been a witness to intolerable situations arising from the 
incompetence of specialists. Tree cutters do nothing whatever to promote tree growth. 
As a result nothing but bare earth is left behind in forested areas and any growth 

is crushed beneath tractors. This sort of thing has come to light in the Mamlyut 
Forestry Enterprise of Severo-Kazakhstanskaya Oblast and in the Orlinogor Forestry 
Enterprise at Kokchetavskaya Oblast. 


There are, however, as indicated above, various ways of cutting trees. Some of 

them are intended to prevent the forest from dying completely. What is very unfor- 
unate is that most forestry enterprises utilize only clear cutting. This has resulted 
in a complete stripping of trees from whole regions, from mountains and along rivers. 
Criticism in this regard we direct in particular to wood procurement organizations 
under the KaSSR Ministry of Forestry. These organizations procure wood by clear 
cutting only. It is time that they learned other methods. 


[Asqarov] We know that full use of wood raw materials is one way to protect forest 
reserves and more profitably exploit them. There has been much discussion in particu- 
lare in recent years of full use of various conifers, trees important for the 
construction industry. Everything is used on these trees, from their crowns to 

their needles. 


I was myself witness to unacceptable methods in whole tree use when I visited several 
forestry enterprises in Vostochno-Kazakhstanskaya Oblast. Forest workers, anxious 
to get bark and needles, were leaving whole logs behind after removing then. 


{[Daurenbekov] Some enterprises in our industry do take all the products mentioned 
from trees. 


Formerly tree branches and shavings and chips from cut logs and boards were of no 
use and burned. Today they are made into various wood articles for industry and 
homes, into toys and souvenirs. The demand for such goods in industry (e.g. ax 
handles, wood shovels, pitchforks and winnows) and in the home (e.g. wooden spoons, 
bowls, beaters and rolling pins) continues to grow in particular. As a consequence 
the value of every cubic meter of formerly useless waste wood continues to grow each 
year. The Tobyl Forestry Enterprise of Kustanayskaya Oblast, for example, has pur- 
chased two pieces of wood processing equipment from the German Democratic Republic. 
The two pieces of equipment are now manufacturing 20 million pairs of tongs each 
year from wood remnants. During the last five-year plan some 280 such products 
were introduced into production. The number of such products will increase further 
in the future.... Thus enterprises are making a gradual transition to full use of 
wood. 


[Asqarov] There is another problemthatcannot be left out of our discussion. There 
is nothing more dangerous for forests than fire. A million matches can be made out 
of a single tree but a single match can destroy a million trees. Most of us fail 

to understand than dangerous fact. Be that as it may, a burned forest becomes a 
breeding place for various diseases and damages nearby healthy trees and thereby 
whole forests. This spoils the ecosystems of whole regions. 








Some republic forests are located in steppe and semi-arid regions. Our vigilance 
must be increased in t.uese arid, intensely hot areas where a hot. dry wind blows 
continually. In my view the vigilance of forest workers has been inad« quate under 
such conditions. 


{[Daurenbekov] There are ix fact such deficiencies. But I think that our struggle 
against fire has been improving and is become s*ronger as the years pass. Forest 
fires decreased, for example, during the 10th Five-Year Plan compared to the 9tk. 

But we must by no means draw the conclusion from this that the prodlem has been solved. 
Indifference and carelessness have been observed, in any case, in our enterprises 

with regard to the struggle against fires. There are meny deficiences in the organi- 
zation of work to protect forests against tire. There is no large and small with 
respect to forest fires. All result in great loss for the people's economy. 


[Asqarov}) A certain amount of work has been dene in recent years in the direction 
of equipping forest fire fighters with new technology, as you well know. 


[Daurenbekov] Yes, forest protection workers are being equipped with new technology. 
However, radio comnmections of helicopters with forest enterprise ground points are 
unreliable. Agreements made with the Kazakh Civil Aviation Administreticn are, in 
many instances, left unfulfilled aud observers fail to go on patrol in many cases with 
the excuse that “the helicopters are brokea down and spare parts are unavailable." 
Such circumstances often occur in aviation sections of Kustanayskaya, Tselinogradskaya 
and Uralskaya Oblasts. Protection of the natural environment is somethirg common to 
us all. Here the worthwhile aid not just uf single forest workers but of all citizens 
is required. 


[Asqarov] Wet me mention another problem. This is the prob‘em of forestry cadres. 
The demand for specialists trained in the latest scientific discoveries is particularly 
urgent in this sector. 


{[Daurenbekov] To be sure. We should not say that our cadres are untrained. Among 
them are talented young people and not a few innovators that have economically 
benefited production and raised living standards. Indeed, there are a lot of problems 
to be solved in this area.... And I say this not to hide what resources we do have 
or overstate what we lack or to detract from anyone but out of concern in the general 
area of environmentalisn. 


Plans call for the assignment of 100 specialists with higher educations and 260-280 
with middle specialized educations to our enterprises each year. In general, however, 
there is a deficiency of cadres. If you ask “why” I will try to provide an answer 

from a ministerial standpoint. The answer is that employment of cadres has not been 
stabilized in a given enterprise. Last year, for example, 25 young cadres with a 
higher education were assigned to forestry enterprises under Aktyubinskaya Oblast. 
However, 30 specialists with a higher education left employment there the same year.... 
Likewise the number of specialists sent to Uralskaya Oblast was 28 and the number of 
those leaving their jobs 30. Some 47 specialists were assigned to Svero-Kazakhstanskaya 
Oblast forestry enterprises and 41 left their jobs. Most leave their jobs voluntarily. 


The reason is that enterprise managements fail to give proper attention to young 
specialists and have failed to create the required production and living conditions. 








[Daurenbekov] I would not go so far as to say that we lack an environmental policy. 
Much is being said ari done to protect the environment. There are special series 
devoted to envornmentalism in all periodicals issued in the republic. But why is 
everyone so bored to death with “enviornmentalism?" Journalists and authors need 
answer this question. 


And what I want to say is not just my own idea but seems vital to large numbers of 
the public as well. And that is that a republic journal devoted to environmentalism 
should be established. Academician E.Gvozdev made a suggestion about this at the 
5th Congress of the Kazakh Society for the Protection of the Natural Environment. 


[Asqarov] Recently you expressed your views on seeking "forms for propagandization 
of environmentalism." The articles published in various places reated considerable 
discussion, to be sure. In mv view we must find a fine literary propaganda form to 
create interest and explain the economic significance of the problems and issues 
involved. 


[Daurenbekov] You are right. Ecological literature is one weapon needed to solve 
environmental problems. If efforts are made in the Writers Union much success will 

be achieved in the development of ecological literature. aA number of special works 
have been written by Russian authors in particular. It is well understood that 
environ.entalism has a planet wide significance and that the solutions of envircn- 
mental problems must become a common goal of the whole society. And if this social 
goal becomes a primary goal of writers, Kazakh writers will bear a major responsibility. 


And we cannot, to be sure, say that nothing is bs:ing done in this area. We may 
mention Abdizhamil Nurpeyisov's "Seng" (Ice), Qaiikhan Yasqaqov's "Qara Orman" 

(Black Forest) and Oralkhan Bokeev's “El Men Zher" (People and Land) and the like 

and various short works of Zhaysangbek Moldaghaliev. To be sure, such things do 
exist. Russian writers have a great deal to teach the world in this regard. Through 
their literary efforts there has been substantial discussion of a variety of prokiems 
being encountered by the people's economy. Kazakh writers will now, we hope, take 

a regular interest in the environmental theme and set to work with their pens.

KAZAKH EDITORIAL STRESSED INCREASED EMPHASIS ON ENVIRONMENTALISM

[Editorial: Environmentalism, Something of Concern to All of Us"] 


[Text] Man and nature: how often the two words are mentioned today. This is an 
expression of man's friendship with nature and how closely he .lives together with 

it. And so it should be. The reason is that man has lived in immediate connection 
with nature since the time of the first man. Everything that surrounds us, the 

land, the waters and the air, are natural riches, the gift of nature. But we cannot 
just take as we wish from this wealth but must also think of restoring and enriching 
nature. Our great leader, V. I. Lenin, stated that “nature is the source for all the 
material riches needed by mankind” and reminded us of the need to exploit nature with 
the greatest care. The party and the government, which have taken this Leninist 
principle as their guidance, are carrying out worthwhile work in this area. 


A number of official acts have been sanctioned that make possible the protection of 
the natural environment and the efficient exploitation of natural resources. Among 
them are draft all union forestry and water laws and laws on the land, “Protection 

of the Atmosphere" and "On the Protection sad Exploitation of the Animals." Specific 
measures for the protection of the natural environment and efficient use of natural 
resources are set forth in them. 


Much work is being carried out in the KaSSR in terms of these official acts. Nearly 
300 large settlers and other pieces of equipment have been installed in large industries 
in recent years to filter out gases and dust in order to clean up the atmosphere. 

Air pollution control laboratories have been constructed in the cities of Dzhambul, 
Chimkent and Aktyubinsk. A number of closed water systems have been put into use 

in nonferrous and ferrous metallurgy industries to prevent water pollution. Likewise, 
major efforts are underway to clean up flowing waters. River water cleaning stations 
with a capacity of 2.5 million cubic meters a day have, for example, been put into 
use in Leninogor, Oskemen, Karaganda and other cities. Over the years measures have 
been taken to struggle against wind and water erosion in 16 million hectares of land 
and tens of thousands of hectares of forests have been restored. 


We cannot, however, say that there are no deficiencies in the area of envirormental 
protection. Nothing is being done about the fates of some rivers and lakes and 
some forests or about making some inhabited areas green. Letters frequently come 
to our editorial office with complaints in this area. 
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There was once a 5 kilometer wide strip of forest along the Esil River between Akmola 
and Kyzylzhar. Today, according to A, Aubekirov, writing from Severo-Kazakhstanskaya 
Oblast, the flow of the river has decreased and the forests have become sparse. He 
has shared his thoughts with us on regulating the flow of the Esil, growing trees and 
grasses along its banks and making it into a beautiful area. 


Complaints have been raised about the present condition of the Sharyn Border Forest 

of the Uighur Rayon of Alma-Ata Oblast, a forest that has been declared a natural 
memorial. Regular work to protect the forest from fire and expand it has not been 
carried out. We are also amazed that an auxiliary enterprise under the KaSSR Ministry 
of Motor Transport has been given lands among the most beautiful along the Ili River, 
lands that are part of the forests under the Kyzylzhar and Ili Hunting Enterprises. 
This will no doubt result in the destruction of thousands of pheasants and tens of 
wild pigs and roe deer. This is not the way to protect the environment. Local party 
and soviet organizations and the heads of the appropriate ministries and administra- 
tions must devote great attention to the protection of the environment and set measures 
to eliminate the above mentioned deficiences. 


Protection uf the natural environment and efficient exploitation of natural resources 

is one of the most important economic and social tasks of the Soviet nation. There 

was much expenditure in this area during the last five-year plan. Comrade L.I. Brezhnev 
stated in his report to the 26th CPSU Congress that one of the peculiarities of economic 
development in the 1970s was that expenditures on environmental protection assumed a 
large size. To be sure, mastering of natural riches is a high priority of people 

today. However, as our rate of economic development accelerates we must not forget 

to exploit it efficiently, as fits the rate of growth. 


Concrete goals to improve protection of the natural environment are set forth in the 
"Basic Directions for the Development of the People's Economy and Culture during the 
Years 1981-1985 and in the Period up until 1990." As has been stated there, goals 
have been advanced for expanding attention devoted to the protection of agricultural 
lands and to increasing the rate of recultivation of such lands. Coordinated 
exploitation of reserves of useful minerals and expansion and protection of the 
purity of water resources in rivers and lakes must be attended to. Technological 
processes and transportation equipment must be refixed to reduce the introduction of 
pollutants into the atmosphere. Measures to increase numbers of wild animals, 

raise and expand valuable varieties of fish and protect forests from fires must be 
carried out. 


Kazakhstan is a vast region and its natural riches are correspondingly great. There 
are more than 7,000 lakes and reservoirs, 11,000 rivers and 22 million hectares of 
forests in the KaSSR. More than 500 species of birds and 170 species of wild animals 
are found in our region. And more than 5,000 major species of plants grow there. 

One of the most important problems of the republic is protection of rare fauna and 
flora while profitably exploiting the land, water resources and mineral riches. Not 
a little has been done in this area. However, protected areas, reserves and natural 
parks must be expanded. 


Drefts of laws on "Protection of the Atmosphere” and "Protection on and Exploitation 
of Animals" were recently examined and approved at the 3rd session of the 10th KaSSR 
Supreme Soviet. These laws will go into force in the near future. Local party and 
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soviet organizations and industrial and economic collectives, taking their guidance \ 
from these and other laws, must devote regular attention to protection of the 

environment and mastery of its riches, seeing to it that natural resources are 

exploited economically and increasing the effectiveness of the propagandization of 
environmental protection. It is very important to draw the broad masses into environ- 

mental protection work. Only through the creative undertakings and good beginnings 

of millions will real successes be achieved in the area. If nature's friends are 

many it will be possible to utilize natural riches economically and profitably 

exploit natural resources to meet economic needs. To achieve this protection of 

the environment must become a labor of all the people.

TAJIK SOCIAL SECURITY SERVICES OBSERVE 50TH ANNIVERSARY

[Text] The organs of social security of the Tajik SSR have turned 50. On 31 July 
1931 by a resolution of the KIM (Communist Youth International) of the Soviets and 
the SKH (Sovnarkom) of the TaSSR, the People’s Commissariat for Social Security of 
the Republic was established. In 1946 this was transformed into the Ministry of 
Social Security. 


The establishment and development of social security services in the USSR is intimately 
connected with the name of V. I, Lenin, founder of the Communist Party and the Soviet 
state. The service he rendered in establishing an entirely new system of social 
services for the workers on a scientific basis and putting it into practice was 
enormous. 


Lenin's decrees concerning social security and social insurance, issued and put into 
effect immediately after the victory of the Great October Revolution, were aimed at 

setting up from scratch a truly democratic system of social security and abolishing 

ence and for all the workers’ lack of security from the social stanipoint. 


In the difficult days of building the socialist structure, the government of the young 
Recvuolic was already providing pensions in 1927 for Heroes of Labor, and by 1928 for 
invalids unable to work and for the orphaned. 


The right to material security in old age, and likewise during illness and inability 
to work, was officially incorporated inthe 1936 constitution of the USSR. Even the 
Great Patriotic War, for which it became necessary to mobilize all economic resources, 
in no way compromised the system of social security and insurance. During these 
years of heavy trials that befell the homeland, the state begrudged no amount of 
money for the social security and insurance services. 


The passing of the state pensions law in 1956 and of the law granting pensions and 
monetary assistance to kolkhoz members in 1964 were outstanding events in the evolution 
of Soviet social security services. 


These laws, adopted in a spirit of socialist humanism and sincere concern and 
sympathy for the Soviet people, have enormously improved social assistance services. 
Their practical application has made possible a considerable rise in the standard 
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of living of all categories of welfare recipients and the provision of welfare 
payments to kolkhoz workers throughout the country. As a result of the application 
of these laws in our republic, 110,000 persons have been added to the welfare roster. 


In subsequent years, thanks to the continuing concern of the Party and the government 
for the rapid development of the country's economy, social security services were 
further expanded in accordance with the resolutions of the 25th and 26th Congresses 
of the CPSU. Im the field of social security, new laws were enacted which fully 
answer the needs of the Soviet people and further improve their material situation. 


Among these the USSR law of 6 July 1978, "On the improvement of social security 
payments to kolkhoz workers," has a special place. In accordance with this law 
in our republic alone, from the start of 1980 the monthly payments to 113,000 
persons have increased by approximately R 900,000. 


The change in social security distributions to citizens of our republic dvring the 
9th and 10th Five-Year Plans can clearly be seen from the following figures: 
government expenditure on social security payments within the system of the Ministry 
of Sycial Security (excluding relevant agencies of other ministries) has risen from 
R 415 million in the 8th Five-Year Plan to R1,065 million ia the 10th, an increase 
of 2.6 times. 


State expenditure is directed mainly at futher increasing the volume of welfare 
payments. The overall average state payment during the last five-year plan increased 
15.8 percent, while that for kolkhoz members increased 36.1 percent. 


In the 10th Five-Year Plan alone, the social security organs of the Republic distributed 
to indigent war invalids 1,224 Zaporozhets automobiles and many invalid carriages, 
hearing aids, prosthetic limbs and orthopedic shoes, as well as 12,700 passes for 
treatment in sanatoriums and recuperation at health resorts. 


For invalids and the solitary aged in need of constant care, the Ministry of Social 
Security has seven homes, two of which were founded in recent years, where residents 
are looked after entirely at sta *xpense. The number of residents of these 
institutions is up to abovt 1,100, and the government pays about 1.5 million rubles 
each year for their care. 


For young invalids without the use of arms or legs, the Ministry provides a vocational 
and technical school (PTU) to teach them various trades. 


There are 25 VTEKs (Medical Commissions for Determination of Disability) in the 
Republic. These not only register persons unfit for work, but assist invalids in 
receiving treatment and rehabilitation. The Ministry system includes a society for 
the blind and deaf which has 12 training and production workshops; in the 10th Five- 
Year Plan these produced 110 million rubles worth of consumer goods, which includes 
8.6 million above quota. 


The resolutions of the CPSU Central Committe and the USSR Council of Ministete 

"On means of improving social security seriices to the population" and "On increasing 
state aid to families with children," which were passed after the 26th Party Congress, 
are further manifestations of the concern of the Communist Party and the Soviet state 
for raising the level of welfare of the people and providing favorable conditions 

for population growth and the upbringing of the younger generation. 
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In the current five-year plan new projects will be worked out for further improving 
the lot of veterans of the Great Patriotic War. 


In order to increase state aid to families with children, it is anticipated that 
during this same year working mothers in Siberia, the Far East and the northern 
rayons of the country will receive 50 rubles per month for maintenance of a child 
up to 1 year old, and henceforth those in the remaining rayons will be allocated 
35 rubles per month vacation pay. 


The rate of state assistance to single mothers will also go up to R 20 for each child. 
Eligibility for child support assistance will be extended to the age of 16, and 18 
years in the case of students not receiving stipends. These mothers, including those 
with children up to 16 or 18 years old, will be receiving R 110 million more in state 
aid iu comparison with the rest of the country. In our Republic more than 2,090 
mcthers will benefit from this assistance. 


During 1981 the conditions of eligibility for old age pensions in the case of women 
who have not completed a full term of employment, and who have raised five cr more 
children or have an invalid child, will be changed entirely. 


The abovementioned arrangements together with the implementation of a whole collection 
of other important projects provide for the avowed aim, which is the increase of 

State aid to families with children. In order to implement these arrangements, over 

R 9 billion will be appropriated nationwide, with R 6 billion earmarked for the 
improvement of family social security services. 


The workers of our Republic have welcomed these projects of the Party and government 
with great joy and gratitude. 


The implementation of the Party's huge projects for the economic and social development 
of the country during the 1980s will enable us to raise the people's standard of 
welfare and to upgiade social security services to a higher level--that of the demands 
of the 26th Congress of the CPSU. The staff of the organs of social security for 
their part will unstintingly contribute their efforts and knowledge to the successful 
fulfillment of these obligations.

TAJIKS COMBAT RELIGIOUS VESTIGES

[Text] A school, as a state institution, is duty bound to train its students in the 
principies of Marxist-Leninist doctrine, to provide them with scientific and social 
knowledge, and to shape them in accordance with communist thought and the communist 
world view. This obliges us, the teachers, to do our utmost to ensure that they fully 
appreciate the laws behind the wonders of nature and arrive at a fundamentally 
scientific conviction that all natural occurrences are material and causally connected. 


The resolution of the Central Committee of the CPSU "On the future improvement of 
ideological, political and educational activities" shows that in order to heighten 
the consciousness of the younger generation and train them in the spirit of a commu- 
nist attitude to labor, soviet patriotism and socialist internationalism, our basic 
duty is the struggle against bourgeois ideology, and especially against religion 

and religious traditions and practices. 


Atheistic education is an integral part of a communist upbrirzging. It is completed 
both at school, in formal classwork, and in extracurricular accivities. We must 
relate every single classroom topic to atheistic training, educate our students in 
the spirit of the communist world view, and strive to ensure that they apply the 
knowledge, skills and habits thus acquired in their daily lives. 


Each classroom topic has its own special technique appropriate to atheistic education. 
Teachers should explain the origins of religion in the course of theoretical instruc- 
tion or in connection with historical personages; during nature study they should 
relate natural occurrences to natural laws; in physics and chemistry classes the 
students should acquire a materialistic conception of the nature of these processes. 


In my ~wn district, in summer, miniature whirlwinds are produced that the local 
people call “dust devils." While dealing with the topic of spiral motion, I asked 
my students what they knew about “dust devils." One of them volunteered that a 


dust devil was supposed to be a jinn, and that anyone caught in one would get an 
incurable sickness. 











Thereupon I explained that this phenomenon is in no way supernatural, that 
scientifically speaking it is a variety of whirlwind caused by circular air currents 
and rendered visible by means of the dust and chaff stirred up and carried aloft 

in the draught. There are whirlwinds of huge proportions, capable of picking up 
large, heavy objects. These are naturally very different from “dust devils:" wind 
velocity at their center can reach as much as 100 meters per second, which is several 
times faster than that of even the severest storms. 


As a result of the circular motion of air at the whirlwind's center, a powerful 
centrifugal force is generated which pushes the air from the center to the periphery, 
producing a zone of low pressure. Consequently the whirlwind acquires the capacity 

to lift objects caught in its path. Soviet scientists recently established that this 
type of whirlwind comprises a moving vertical column of air which collides with 

strong horizontal currents to prodnce a circular motion. When such a circular current 
of air approaches the ground, a whirlwind is generated. Whirlwinds have caused 
various remarkable freaks of nature. For example, in Spain in 1804 it rained wheat, 
which had been brought there by a whirlwind from Africa. In the provinces of Samarkand 
and Bukhara and southern Tajikistan showers of sand, locusts and even snakes have been 
caused by whirlwinds. People ignorant of the nature of these phenomena have told their 
children all sort of fantastic legends about them. 


Another phenomenon that has often terrified people is the appearance of mysterious 
lights. These may result variously from electrical charges, phosphorescent radiation 
or lightning. Hence physics teachers when explaining the nature of electrical 

charges or the effects of electrical currents on gases, and chemistry teachers during 
classes on phosphorus, should pay serious attention to these natural phenomena and 
stress that they each have natural causes. For instance, in the West one electrically- 
produced display of light is called "St Elmo's fire." It was so called for St Elmo's 
church, where in the 16th century it was witnessed several times playing round the 
metal spire. It is not, of course, any sort of holy effulgence. 


The Roman philosphec Seneca wrote as long as 2,000 years ago: “During severe thunder- 
storms, stars from heaven may be seen alighting at the top of a ship's mast. Sailors 
believe that the gods Castor and Pollux send them as signs that they will be saved." 


St Elmo's fire has also been seen in the mountains of Central Asia. On 6 July 1950 
in the Ala-Tau mountains of Kirghizia it was witnessed by a team of climbers at a 
height of 3,800 meters. The sky was dark and it was snowing; suddenly the climbers 
heard a faint crackling noise, and at that moment thunder and lightning began. The 
climbers immediately threw away all metal objects and took cover. The Soviet climber 
V. I. Ratsek, who had reached the summit, was completely surrounded by sparks and 
looked like a man on fire. This lasted for fifteen minutes. Out of ignorance of 

the reasons for such phenomena, people have come to believe in jinn and miracles. 


The ground and adjacent atmosphere are full of electrically charged atoms of both 
positive an. negative polarity. These charged atoms are responsible for St Elmo's 
fire. 


By visual demonstration of St Elmo's fire generated by an electrophorus it is possible 
to produce in students a solid belief in atheism. Illumination produced by living 
organisms has been a special cause of fearand panic. Several species of beetles 

and worms containing phosphorus glow in the dark. 
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In this connection, the chemistry teachers in our schools should give full 
scientific explanations of the cause of this glowing during their lessons on 
phosphorus. 


One fairytale of this sort is the of the ‘Laylatulqadr” ("Night of [God's] Power"), 
which is said to manifest itself to the pure. 


Teachers should therefore explain this phenomenon during their lessons on the effects 
of electric current on gases, stressing that it is basically the same thing as 
lightning. 


There are numerous kinds of lightning display in nature: the most remarkable is 
ball lightning, which it is possible to see in Tajikistan. Such lightning sometimes 
disappears of its own accord, and sometimes bursts on collision with an obstacle. 


Until recently the nature of ball lightning was not understood. It has been determined 
by Soviet scientists that ball lightning consists of electrically charged gases. 

Under the stimulus of waves of air these gases swirl into a spherical shape, some- 
times reaching a diameter of 10 meters. This is set in motion by the wind; if air 
enters the center of the sphere, or if it encounters an obstacle, it will disintegrate. 
Ball lightning has sometimes been observed to enter an open window and exit up a 
chimney. It is thus evidently no “miracle," but a natural phenomenon. 


The teacher has no opportunity during the course of regular lessons to criticize 
particular aspects of religion; accordingly a regular and extensive proportion of 
extracurricular activity must be devoted to the propagation of atheism. To this 
end during evening technical classes we make extensive use of lectures, excursions, 
documentary and feature films with an atheistic message, newspaper articles and 
discussion groups of young atheists. In the course of evening classes or lectures 
on physics and chemistry, graphic demonstrations or practical experiments are per- 
formed to show the causes of so-called "wonders" in terms of the wonders of physics 
and chemistry. Likewise every year we deliver talks and lectures such as "The 
Evolution of Fasting and its Dangers" and “Religion is Opium." So that parents can 
bring up their children at home in the spirit of patriotism, love of labor, and atheism, 
the school staff instructs them in atheistic topics at parents’ association meetings 
and in special talks. 


To sum up, the teacher must see to it that every single student of his, as well as 
acquiring knowledge, applies it in everyday life, and intellectually assimilates what 
is knowable about the world. We must succeed in heightening the materialist world 
view of our students.

SMALL MEMBERSHIPS IMPAIR PARTY EFFECTIVENESS AT ENTERPRISES

"Party Life: The Communist and the Five-Year Plan: The Force of

/Text/ The years of the past five-yeai plan are not recorded as a 
bright spot in the history of the Narva mechanization administration. 
The five-year plan was miserably underfulfilled in all indicators; 
labor productivity even fell in comparison with the year 1975; and 
cost overruns reached nearly a half million rubles. 


We are accustomed to being somewhat suspicious of the words “objective 
reasons" - too often they are used to cover up a lack of responsibili- 
ty and inertia. But in this case these words are more than enough 

and nearly all of these reasons were caused by poor planning and 
squabbling in dealings with the Narva general construction trust, 
whose subcontractor is the Narva mechanization administration. As an 
illustration I will use only one example: according to the plan in 
the third quarter of 1981 the Narva mechanization administra- 

tion is to fulfill 600,000 rubles worth of construction and installa- 
tion work, but the actual work guaranteed by the subcontractor is a 
total of 490,000 rubles. 


But there are more than enough internal reasons for the disruptions 
in the administration's activity. Primarily it is the fault of poor 
labor discipline, an enormous turnover in personnel and the subsequent 
poor quality of the work which results in an unending need to do 
things over again. The instability of management has also made its 
negative impact on the situation: the administration chiefs are 
changed nearly every year. The psychological atmosphere, which is 
charged with conflicts, has not favored normal operation within the 
collective. In such a situation the unity, adherence to principles 
and initiative of the communists, the entire party organization, 
which are called upon to play a decisive and stabilizing role in the 
collective, are particularly valuable. 


The party bureau, which has been headed by senior economist Rimma 
Osipova for two years, was forced to start its work with the funda- 
mentals - creating order in the payment of party dues and in the 
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participation of the communists in party meetings. One thing or 
another had to do with easing the labor problems within the Narva me- 
chanization administration. These problems were caused by the fact 
that the administration's communists were working at a large number of 
construction projects, which were scattered throughout all of northeast 
Estonia. The party bureau clearly understood that without creating 
order within its own ranks there could be no thought of the enter- 
prise's communists playing any sort of vanguard role. At here, at 

the first stage, the bureau achieved some success. 


One other thing was quite clear: it was necessary to arm each commu- 
mist with the sense ofchis personal responsibility for the affairs of 
the entire collective. 


In her report at the last meeting held to hear reports and elect new 
officials Rimma Nikolayevna said: “The majority of our communists 
are an example in production: excavator operators Nikolay Kuznetsov 
and Viadimir Timofeyev, carpenters Mikhail Arbuzov and Gennadiy Kar- 
pyshev, gas welder Yevgeniy Davydov and others not only work very 
well, but also actively participate in public life. However, the 
administration's communists still have not fully become a leading and 
Organizing force. It is not enough to be a good, disciplined worker; 
a communist must educate his comrades by his personal example and re- 
quire without compromise that others participate actively in the life 
of the collective and maintain a conscientious attitude toward labor.” 


This thought was reflected in the resolution released by the party 
organization: “The party bureau must constantly concern itself with 
increasing the vanguard role of the collective's communists. To in- 
crease the demand upon communists and their responsibility for work 
done in the public organizations, for strengthening labor discipline 
and public discipline within the collective, the party bureau must 
periodically listen to reports of communists in sessions of the party 
bureau.” The party organization's long term and quarterly plans will 
also contain several interesting and important positions, which work 
on this policy. 


But there is a great distance between plans and their realization. 
The party bureau did not have enough persistence to pursue the policy 
that was outlined ‘at the last meeting. 


A most grave miscalculation was underestimating the worth of the par- 
ty meeting as an instrument for developing party initiative; the 
party meeting serves as a forum which can both deal with the more 
important questions on the work of the party organization and »s:rve 
as an effective means for educating the communists themselves. From 
September through May there were six meetings within the Narva me- 
chanization administration. Three were totally devoted to looking 
into personal affairs and accepting new members. And only three 
meetings (during nine months!) were used for the communists to dis- 
cuss problems of life within the collective. 
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But, perhaps, the theme and presentation of these three meetings were 
so all-encompassing and energetic that they sufficed to help the con- 
munists of the administration to become a “leading and organizational 
force"? The subject matter of one of the meetings was too narrow for 
this - preparing the facility for work in winte> conditions. The 
agenda of the second meeting promised to take on a broader scope - a 
discussion of the materials of the i8th Estonian Party Congress and 
the tasks of the party organization. And in truth, the communists 
raised several acute problems regarding the organization of labor and 
way of life of the machine operators, which have long awaited solu- 
tion. 


Tractor operator N. Mitin said, for example: “The repair shops are 
crammed full and there is no place to repair equipment. The mgachines 
are left outside waiting to be repaired. We need to look into ex- 
panding the repair shops." 


The chairman of the construction site party committee, V. Yanovich, 
who is also a brigade leader for the pipelayers, said at the meeting: 
“We have repeatedly asked about improving the living conditions of 
the machine operators. But the administration still is not doing 
anything about it.” 


And where did this meeting lead? I will permit myself to recite the 
resolution of the meeting: “I. To fulfill the state plan for con- 
struction and installation work in 1981, the first year of the Ele- 
venth Five-Year Plan, and the five-year plan on the whole. 2. To 
mobilize the collective to fulfill the pledges made for 1981. 3. To 
improve the political and educational work among the administration's 
communists.” I think that this document requires no further commen- 
tary. 


The May meeting was devoted to the most pressing matter within the 
Narva mechanization administration - labor discipline and measures 

to improve it. And here is the “program of actions”, with which the 
party meeting armed the administration's communists to improve the 
situation: “to systematically listen at party meetings to the senior 
workers, brigade leaders and other managers and what they have to say 
about the state of affairs within the sectors and the steps they have 
taken to increase labor discipline.” And also “all communists of the 
administration are to increase their demands upon themselves and to 
persistently fight against violations of production and labor disci- 
pline.” This was the exact vague wording of the resolution released 
by party meeting that was held more than a year ago, on 19 February 
1980. 


And there were significant changes in the Narva mechanization admini- 
stration during the past year. The administration is headed by a new 
chief, Vasiliy Pimenov, who, within a relatively short period of time, 
has managed to substantially improve the morale and psychological cli- 
mate within the administration. He began by conducting meetins in the 
collectives, at which people spoke openly and directly about the most 
urgent problems. And joyfully, it was the communists who set the tone

at these meetings. Now within the Narva mechanization administration 
everyone is noticing the beneficial effect of these discussions and 
the actions that follow on the party of the manager. Good conditions 
have been created to mount a powerful offensive against the violators 
of labor discipline, drunkards and bad workmen; of course, this of- 
fensive must be led by the communists. Here we should outline the 
general policy of this offensive, its methods, and to clearly specify 
the communist's place in the offensive. Instead of this the party 
meeting again repeats in its resolution the common phrasi which was 
composed a year ago. 


"Our party bureau is having a difficult time,” says R. Osipova, “be- 
cause the majority of the facility's managers are not party nembers 
and we cannot always find a common language with then." 


Yes, such a situation does not simplify the tasks of a par’y crvgani- 
zation. Particularly when not all managers occupy adequately princi- 
ple positions in their relations with their subordinates. For example, . 
while speaking at the May party meeting, V. Pimenov noted that the 
foremen and superintende-*s often cover up for those who are absent 

and drunkards. And who if not the communists is to demand of the 
production commanders that they maintain order and then assist in 
maintaining it? But to do this they must act as a single, unified 

force making use of their great authority. 


And what kind of unity can there be in a party group in the mechanized 
repair shops if there has been only one true meeting - the report and 
election meeting? In other words, in actuality the party group only 
exists on paper. Meanwhile, the repair shops are the worst sub- | 
elements within the Narva mechanization administration, where labor 
discipline is particularly low. The party group there is the only 

one in the administration. 


And what kind of authority can the entire party organization have if 
many of the non-party member foremen and superintendents permit thena- 
selves to ignore invitations to the party meetings, at which discus- 
sion is devoted to the afiairs of the collectives that they manage? 





The party organization of the Narva mechanization administration is 
one of the largest shop subelements of the party organization of the 
Narva general construction trust, but it is neglected by the trust 
party committee. It is not difficult to understand why. Administra- 
tively the Narva mechanization administration is subordinate to the 
republic-level Stroymekhanizatsiya Trust and functions as a contra:- 
tor for the Narva trust. And the party committee, in caring for its 
“own” shop party organizations of the trust subelements, forgets 
about the “outsiders”, the communists of the Narva mechanization ad- 
ministration. The secretary of the party committee, Semen Shatayev, 
could not object when I expressed this opinion. 


"Yes", he admitted, “we do not pay any attention to the Narva mechani- 
zaticn administration.” 
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And it is the mechanization administration that requires the special 
concern of the party committee because the trust's builders are al- 
ways having misunderstandings and the managers of these two side~by- 
side organizations are constantly lodging complaints agaist each other. 
A strong, authoritative shop party organization of the sub contractors 
which occupies truly vanguard positions in the collective, could become 
a reliable support to the trust's party committee and through its ef- 
forts create the best possible conditions for successfully fulfilling 
the difficult construction program of the Eleventh Five-Year Plan. 

This reproach must be directed at the Narva city party committee.

‘PRINCIPLES FOR WATER RESOURCE EXPLOITATION DEFINED

[Text] In the historical decrees of the 26th CPSU Congress it is planned to convert 
to use 90-93 thousand hectares of irrigated land in our republic, to irrigate 6.9 
million hectares of pasture, to improve the reclamation of utilizable lands and to 
continue the construction of the Karakum canal. 


The growth of industry, the intensification and industrialization of agriculture, 

the expansion of the scope of irrigated lards is increasing along with the consumption 
of water in connection with the population growth of cities and settlements. As is 
known, the water resources of Turkmenistan are limited; because of this, one of the 
important problems is to use them economically. 


There are approximately 12.8 million hectares of land suitable for irrigation in 
Turkmenistan; of this, fertile land amounts to more than 7 million hectares. In 
1980, 942,000 were irrigated; in 1990 this figure will be more than 1.7 million 

hectares and in the year 2000, more than 2.5 million hectares. 


An important element of the intensification of agricultural productivity on 
irrigated soil consists of raising water guarantees to the land. In recent years a 
fundamental part of capital investment in the republic has been directed to building 
the Karakum canal anc water reservoirs. In coming years the water resources of 

our republic will be fully regulated and used for the needs of the economy. Thus, 
the problem of reconstructing irrigation systems to expand the land under crops 
even further and, alone with this, raising their coefficient of useful influence 
emerges. The use of canals whose channels are concrete instead of earth, of canals 
in which a concrete lining is laid, of trunk canais, pipe-conduit canals and elast- 
icized pipes guarantees the irrigation system a useful influence coefficient of 
0.85-0.90. As is known, the useful influence coefficient of the present irrigation 
system is roughly 0.60 according to data given by the republic's Land Reclamation 
and Water Control Ministry. According to the calculations, raising the useful 
influence coefficient of the systems from 0.60 to 0.90 will make it possible to 
save 5 to 6 billion cubic meters of irrigation water a year. 
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Turkmen scholars are doing reserach on the economical use of water resources and are 
studying the possibility of using collector-drainage water with a low mineral content 
and underground water for irrigation. According to specialists at project and 
scientific research organizations, by 1990 water of the republic's rivers will be 
fully used for irrigation and industrial and living needs. 


Fifty-five billion cubic meters of water a year flow from the Amu Dar'ya through 

the Derki hydrostation. Each year 27.5 billion cubic meters go to the Turkmen SSR. 

Of this, 20 billion cubic meters is taken for irrigation and the remaining 7.5 billion 
cubic meters is taken for the five-year plan and for needs of the economy. The 

amount of water flowing from the Murgab, Tejen and Atrak rivers, and from streams, 
wells, underground waters and springs is 3.0 billion cubic meters. In the future it 
is planned to use collector-drainage water with low salinity and underground water. 
The general water supply of the coliector-drainage network is 1,200 millicn cubic 
meters, and roughly 568 million cubic meters of underground water. Thus, the water 
supply in our republic averages out to equal 32.3 billion cubic meters a year. 


According to calculations, if 17.2 billion cubic meters of water were required for 
the irrigation of crops in 1980, by 2000 it will reach 40 billion cubic meters. 


At present the irrigation systems of the republic consist basically of earthen canals. 
The degree of evaporation and water absorption in them is 40 to 45 percent. Such 
great water losses exert a negative influence on the high level of underground water, 
the salinization of irrigated areas and lowers crop productivity and reduces arable 
soil. 


According to the republic's Land Reclamation and Water Control Ministry, there were 
20.9 billion cubic meters of water in the irrigation systems in 1980 including the 
Karakum canal, and 16.7 billion cubic meters went into water distribution points. 
The loss of water in inter-enterprise canals reaches 4.2 billion cubic meters, and 
in canals within enterprises 6.7 billion cubic meters with a 0.60 useful influence 
coefficient in the canals. In 1980 the value of every cubic meter of water given to 
users in the republic fell to 0.4 kopecks. Because of the loss of so much water in 
the irrigation systems of the republic the size of non-productive expenditures was 
43.6 million rubles. 


The water resources of the republic, when economically used, suffice to bring half 
the existing fertile areas under cultivation and to guarantee the growth of industry, 
animal husbandry and similar branches of the economy. The reason for there being 
insufficient water is its unsupervised usage. The amount of water given to every 
hectare over a number of years was 17-28 thousand cubic meters in Tashkhovuz oblast, 
19-29 thousand in Charjev oblast, 14-26 thousand in Mary oblast and 13-19 thousand 

in Ashkhabad oblast. 


At present the outflow of water up to and including the growing season of agricultural 
crops is taxen into account at the points where it flows into cultivated areas from 
irrigation systems. This type of accounting is not done in other types of irrigated 
areas. There are charts for massive soil reclamation in kolkhozes and sovkhozes; 

the areas of enterprise are divided into groups according to salinity and fertility 

in these charts; the mechanical consistency and the depth of underground water is 
shown. In other words, by using these charts one can divide the irrigated areas on 
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every kolkhoz into hydromodule charts and scientifically introduce an irrigation 
plan. By arranging canals conducting water to cultivated areas, putting irrigation 
machinery and pipe conduits into place and having closed horizontal and vertical 
drainage at the same time, 11-12 thousand cubic meters of water would be enough for 
1 hectare. 


According to data from the Land Reclamation and Water Control Ministry, the irrigation 
system of the republic is more than 26,046 kilometers long. Of this, the length of 
inter-enterprise canals is 4,323 kilometers; of canals within enterprises, 21,723 
‘kilometers. In order to rebuild these canals, in other words to surface holding 
areas with concrete and to build trunk and pipe conduit canals will cost 1.5 billion 
rubles. 


Water resources of the republic, at present use and application, are enough to put 

1.5 million hectares of land under cultivation. If the canals are rebuilt and if 

one calculates the water which must be given to every hectare according to a scientific 
irrigation plan, it would be possible to irrigate 2.5 million hectares with river 
water. If one ca)culates the use of collector-drainage water in irrigation, then the 
area of irrigated lands could reach 3 million hectares. If 1.0 million hectares are 
put under cultivation, by calculating the reconstruction of the canals and fulfilling 
the irrigation norms in water utilization, there would be a gross income of 1.5 
billion rubles and a net income of 300 million rubles. 


The basic duty of scientific-technical progress in irrigating cultivated areas consists 
of setting up closed irrigation systems which automatically allocate the water and 
control the watering of crops according to the aforementioned program. Thus, work 
conducted in our republic must be directed at further developing the irrigation systems 
now being used and building even better irrigation systems. 


Raising the complex mechanization of production processes in agriculture to a high 
level made it possible to increase labor productivity in cultivating cotton and 
similar crops. But watering the crops has been based on manual labor and remains a 
labor-intensive form of work. 


Perfecting irrigation technology does not mean cultivated areas are watered equally; 
water given to a cultivated field goes to deep layers of the soil and only one-third 
of it reaches the roots of the plants. The remainder is absorbed into the soil and 
evaporates. Great water and labor reserves are concentrated in perfecting the 
technology of irrigating cultivated areas. These reserves are necessary to bring 
newly irrigated areas under crop rotation and to raise productivity. 


The work of perfecting irrigation technology in our republic is done by leveling 
off irrigated sectors, regulating the length of the ditches, making irrigation 
canals with reinforced concrete, trunk and pipe-conduit canals, and running the 
water through ditches, elasticized pipes and small conduits. However, irrigated 
areas making use of new technology are few. This technology is practised in 
certain enterprises placed under cultivation in the zone of the V. I. Lenin Karakum 
canal. For example, in the sovkhozes "Garagum Kanaly" in Karakum Rayon., "Tejen” 
in Tejen Reyon, "9 Ashgabat kommisarlary" and “Leninizm yoly" in Gavers Rayon and 
some other enterprises the water is spread through trenches extended from conduits 
with a minimal flow. The time to spread this principle to all the kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes of the republic has come. Great attention must be given to basically 
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leveling out lands and remedying saline areas. When land is level, it makes it 
possible to save 15-20 percent of the water given to every hectare. In irrigated 
cultivated areas water is freely given for use. Expenses connected with taking water 
from wells, controlling its flow and using it are financed from the budget and does 
not enter into the value of agricultural production. 


Thus, activating engineering, construction and economic means makes it possible to 


eliminate basic shortcomings in the use of water resources and to raise the effect 
of the water used.

APATHY, FORMALISM DOG PRIMARY PARTY ORGANIZATIONS 


[Editorial Report] Baku KOMMUNIST in Azeri 9 June 1981 carries a 1,000 word lead 
editorial on page 1 on primary party organizations and their role. It is pointed 

cut that "party organizations must increase the vanguard role of communists and must 
educate them to conduct a definitive struggle against shortcomings, negative situations 
which pose obstacles to work in general, carelessness and passivity, and educate 

them in the spirit of actively participating in the internal life of the party 
organization and in socio-political life." It is pointed out that the party meeting 
is the focal point of this participation. Yet, in some party organizations “there 
are serious shortcomings in preparing for and holding party meetings." For example, 
in Davachi Rayon party meetings are not held with any regularity and "in preparing 
for and holding them the way is open to formalism; only low priority questions are 
aiscussed; few conmunists come to the meetings and they do not show enough activity." 
Similar shortcomings dog organizations in a number of other rayons, kolkhozes, 
sovkhozes and enterprises. In other organizations “party meetings..are conducted 

as a formality and superficial resolutions are accepted." This situation prompted a 
recent decree by the Central Committee of the AzCP "On the work of the Davachi Rayon 
Party Committee.” "All gorkoms, raykoms and primary party organizations should draw 
serious conclusions from the shortcomings mentioned in the decree and should increase 
control over party meetings" to ensure that they are held "at the proper level."

AZSSR MINISTRY OF LIGHT INDUSTRY LAGS BEHIND PLAN 


[Editorial Reportj Baku KOMMUNIST in Azeri 3 June 1981 carried a 1,000 word lead 
editorial on the necessity of not lagging behind the plan. “Experience shows that 
it is possible to work without lagging behind. There are no institutions lagging 
in 25 of 34 ministries and chief administrations, nor in the Nagorno-Karabakhskaya 
AO nor in a number of rayons of Baku City since the beginning of the year." This 
does nea, however, apply to the Ministry of Light Industry. “Institutions of the 
ministry have produced 15 million rubles less than planned from the beginning of 
the year." Two-thirds of the contracts have been violated and “their duty with 
regard to the consumers has not been fulfilled.... Nowhere did they make use of 
the possibilities to increase labor productivity." Products and goods affected 
include “rubber, slate, reinforced concrete, furniture, cotton goods, woolen goods, 
underwear, rugs and rug fabrics and other types of products.” As a result 100 
million rubles of goods less than planned have been sent to the consumers. The 
reasons for this shortfall are in the planning. produstion, labor organization and 
the fact that available equipment was underutilized. The editorial calls for better 


management techniques and closer scrutiny of lagg ministries by party, soviets 
and labor unions.
